The Letter to a Friend, giving Account how the Treaty: of 
Union has been receiv'd here, (which is written by one who 
will not be denied to be a Favourer, if not a Treater in the 
nion) In the Anſwer to the eighth Objection upon the Bur. 
den of Engliſh Exciſes, that ſhall take place after the Union, 
does acknowledge pag. 25. That each Pint of our two-penny 
Ale will be 8 d. Scots of Exciſe. It's certain: And it either 
the Brewers in Edinburgh or the late or preſent Tax- men of 
the Exciſe be called to depone, it will be made appear, that 
there is 18 Gallons of Two. penny Ale in each Boll of good Malt, 
hich is 144 Pints, and each Pint being in this Letter ac- 
sngwledged to be burden'd with 8 4. of Exciſe : the Total 
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upon the Ale produced out of each Boll of Malt, amounts to 
4 lib. 16 ſh, Scots Money, which is 8 ſh. Sterlin. The Author 


of the State of Exciſes acknowledges in his Scheme, That the 


- Exciſe is 64 Pennies upon each Scots Pint: (which by the by 
is a wrong Calcul, if the Engliſh Barrel be 12 Scots Gallons ) 


this 64 Pennies the Pint will amount upon 18 Gallons,to 6 ſh.

It ſhall yet further be Suppoſed, That each Boll of Malt 


produces only 14 Gallons of TWo- penny Ale, which is 108Scots 


Pints; and reckoning each Pint 8 d. of Exciſe, even this Cal» 
cul comes to 6 ſh.

From all which, it may Appear, That the Author of the 


Short View, has not been ſo far out ofthe Road, as the Author 
of The State of the Exciſe would have him. He never advan. 
ced any thing of the Price of Ale, whether it would be 3 ſb: 
4 ſb; or 6 ſb: the Pint, only made a very reaſonable Computa- 


tion, that the Exciſe upon the Liquor of each Boll of Malt, 


would be 6 ſb. ſterl: and that ſeems not yet to be Redargued, 

from what has been ſince advanced. But ſeing the Author 

of The State of the Exciſe after the Union, has ſuppos'd, and 

will make Good, That the Exciſe of a Boll of Malt may then be 
brought to 17 ſh. 4 d Scots. Therefore, 6 

It's Humbly Propoſed, That one of the Articles of the Trea- 


ty may be, That in place of all the Exgliſh Exciſes upon Ale or 


Malt, our Exciſe after the Union, shall be Two Merks on the 
Boll of Malt, {which is far above 17 /þ. and 4 4. ) and that no 
furder Exciſe be laid upon Malt, by any ſubſequent. Britiſh 
Parliament. This will quiet any Ferment may be in the Na- 


tion upon this Account, and make ſuch, w ho have no other De- 
ſign, but to ſerve their Country, acknowledge, That the Recti- 
fication is juſt and equal, and a Good Incouragement fo far, 


to enter in the Treaty. 
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
